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The Elephant Beech so called from its strange 
resemblance in form to that animal, is found in the 
Royal Park close to the Ranger’s Lodge. It is on the 
road from the castle to Virginia Water, a pleasant arti¬ 
ficial lake laid out by the first Duke of Cumberland. 
The trees in the Royal Paiks are a fine sight. 
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
